they occupied and perfbribedNjoantless 
maneuvers over, about a mile!. • ' .'.;"" 


The labor of the day began about 


the middle of the forenoon. The great 
herd of ''lowing quadrupeds were driven 
down at the foot of the old Mexican 
town across the river and on the long 
bar that faces the.stream. .There was 
in army of Mexicans on every side to 
ieep them in place. A. dozen bestrode 
ank horses; the remainder .was .afoot 
There^was an abundance of little brown 
Joys, each with two frail garments and] 
ns many powerful lungs. The cattle 
vere driven along the bar up under the 
Bridge and to a point above the two 
:owns to the fording- place. And here 
the leaders were headed out into the 
stream. They took to the water with 
apparent willingness, and lashed their 
tails.and proceeded with a great splash- 
ng sound as the 8,000 feet began to 
mite the water. When they were about 
mlf submerged the leaders turned a 
ittle to the right down stream. As if 
by previous arrangement the whole 
right flank turned in the same direc- 
ion, and the multitude separated and 
became many little groups. The horse- 
men dashed in below them with Indian 
'ells. A dozen men were "sxiddenly 
aked, and they were swimming rapid- 
y out toward the heads of the leaders, 
vith the intention of turning them. 
Jome of them carried clubs in their 
lands as they swam, and when they 
ame tip with the dumb brutes they 
>eat upon their faces. Some were 
urned in the right direction; many 
.undreds, less roughly urged, waded 
.imlessly down stream; others turned 
oward the bank- and raced with ,tho 
peed of the wind in the open country 
dogs, horses and pedestrians in pur- 
uit. The great herd of animals in the 
middle ot the stream found deep water 


ud swam. Little more than their 
eads was visible, and a thousand 
orns, suggestive of brush in flood 
ime, caught the sunlight. They floated 
•ithout apparent effort with the cur- 
ent, with none to control them, and 
rhen they sought' the bank it was on 
!ie side of the river from that which 
iioy had started and at about the same 
oint.

mers gliding back and forth, some of 


lem completely surrounded by misbe- 
nving cattle, and hundreds of horns 
rifting about, seeming without aim, 


•e the surface of the .water. 
It 


eemed almost impossible to head the 
great herd in the righ't direction. Some 
ould be made to go across, but that 
-as obviously what the great major- 
y did not want to do. 
By about five o'clock in the afternoon 
omething like 1,500 had been landed 
n the Texas side. They stood quietly 
nough when they were over and gave 
ut little trouble to the herders. But 
nose not yet across were naturally 
lose least willing to cross, and all that 
cow may do that is obstinate was douo 
1 this occasion. They appeared to 
ave n great deal more endurance than 
ie horses. They would reach the bank 
or the hundredth time and race with 
ic spirit of a young yearling just re- 
eased from a barn. The Mexicans be- 
an to rope and throw some of the most 
.ischievous of the evil doers, that they 
dght not lead the others astray, and 
fter falling hard enough to break a 
mb they would get up, ready for an- 


other mad dash. The herders rivaled 
them in endurance. 


One deep-chested fellow was thrown 


from his horse just as the latter wns 
scrambling out of the .water on a slip- 
pery bank—the animal stumbling. He 
roller! over and over, and then jumped 
up and started in pursuit of his frigbl.- 
ened steed. The race was about equal, 
but another horseman came to the res- 
cue and caught a bridle rein of the run- 
away. 
One slip of a boy followed a 


steer that had got away in the watcv 
by himself, and by swimming always 
in the right place -and yelling in just 
the proper manner he succeeded in driv- 
ing the big fellow across, A great 
cheer went up from the bridge, and it 
was faintly echoed by the people along 
the Mexican side. 


Late in the day the cattle that had 


crossed and which had been standing 
below the bridge were driven to a point 
opposite the ford, that the still recalci- 
trant beasts in Mexico, on seeing them, 
might be encouraged to come over.

JDSTICli FIEI/D TO 
RETIRED 


Justice Stephen Johnson Field of the 


Sapreme Court of the United States 
has tendered his resignation to take 
effect iu December. He was bom in 
1816 and was appointed to the Supreme 
Bench in 1863 by President^Lincoln, 
sarved over thirty-four years as Justice 
of the Supreme Court, and broke the 
record for long service. He was at one 
time prominently mentioned as a can- 
didate for the Presidency, but, as he 


appointed 
from 
California, 
was 
geography was against him. When he 
informed his associates of his inten- 
tion to retire, the Court adjourned and 
the Justices and officers called in a 
body at his residence and took official 
leave of their associate, as he has signi- 
fied hia intention to appear no more in 
his seat on the Bench. 


Justice Field was one of the ablest 


jurists that ever sat on the Supreme 
Bench. 
His decisions were master- 


pieces of logic expressed in language so 
plain that a school 
boy 
could 


understand it. He had the reputation 
of being so well versed in law that he 
conld write a convincing opinion for or 
against either side in a legal contro- 
versy, and give authorities for his view 
of the case. He disliked President 
Cleveland, and though eligible for re- 
tirement with full pay for several years 
be remained in his seat and performed 
the duties of his office, notwithstand- 
ing his great age, rather than give 
Cleveland opportunity to appoint Ins 
successoi. ________„,_,

After leaving Dyeu the road ia as 


good as liny around home, as far as the 
first stopping place, called" tlTo Ferry. 
This part of tho trip is through a hbavy 
forest. From the Ferry'to Finnegau's 
Point we took to the river and tow'ed a 
boat loaded with our stuff. It was a 
very hard trip, a "holy terror" in fact. 
From Finnegan's to the head of canoe 
navigation, the trail is bad, but nothing 
to what follows. From the. head of 
navigation to the head of the canyon, 
the trail follows an old river bed aud 
Is fairly good but very rocky. We had 
purchased horses at Finnegan's and we

used them in making this part of the 
;rip. From the head of the canyon to 
Sheep Camp there are four. places as 
steep as an ordinary stairway. These

This part 
of the trail is so muddy that it has to bo 
covered in this way, as the contin. 
nous rains would otherwise keep it in 
almost an impassible condition. From 
Sheep Camp to Crater Lake, over the 
summit of Ohilcoot Mountain it is very 
lard climbing; over nothing but boald> 
era and now and then a glacier. We 
camped one night &t Crater Lake and 
t ie a night that will be long rcmem- 
jersd by the whole party. There is 
not a piece of wood anywhere near at 
land large enough to make a respect- 
able toothpick. The next difficulty is, 
hat the ground is covered with bould- 
ers of all sizes, many of them as large 
us an ordinary sized house. It is nec- 
essary to make one's bed upon one of 


boulders or spread it down on five 


or six hundred small ones. We se- 
ected the smaller ones and soon had 
our bedding spread and prepared for 
he night without pitching 'our tent. 
About 11 o'clock, it began to r<sin, but 
he large canvass we had spread over 
us shed the rain so that it ran over 


ur heads in small rivulets aud found 
ts way into our beds. This became so 
unpleasant that at about ]2 o'clock we 
arose and pitched our tent. Early next 
morning we pulled out of ther:) aud 
made the next stopping place, called 
Happy Camp. I earnestly hope that 
he man who named it is in an instme 
dsylum. 
We found a little wood there 


cd a few less rocks. We were laid up 
here four days on account o£ rain, but 
Innlly made up our minds to move, 
nd move we did, tramping through 
he raiu to Long Luke. 
We ware com- 


lelled to cross this lake at night owing 
o high winds and the ferrymen would 
aot.risk. the trip in the day time. 
)hey say the wind always blows on 
his lake in the day time and it rains 
n a n . overage of twenly-six hoars a 
ay, or at laast fast enough to make up 
tie two extra hours, 
After crossing 


ong Lake the traveler comes directly 
o Lake Linderman and here we are in 
ne of the nicest little camps you ever 
aw. There is plenty of wood, lots of 
ood water, no rocks and it rains com- 
aratively little. 
We had our first 


now storm on the 10th of September 
nd have encountered threa since, 
There are very few women on the 
rail in comparison to the large num- 
er of men, but those that are here do 
heir share of the work. I have seen 
-voinen trudging along with their hus- 


anda carrying heavy packs. I saw 
ne woman pack all day long. She 
acked flour mostly in fifty pound 
acks. 
Many people who had 
procured 


orses brought them over the summit 
nd down to Lake Liuderman, using 
iem for pack animals, 
but 
they 


rought no feed for the poor animals, 
t not enough to last any lenglh of 
ime and there is not sufficient feed 
or a jack rabbit at Liuderman.

. Troops were withdrawn from these 
posts several years ago by order of 
General Sheridan, who believed in con- 
centrating soldiers at central points 
near the large cities instead of main- 
taining isolated posts on the frontier. 
Now the lands reserved by the Govern- 
ment at those posts are to bo appraised 
and sold together with the buildings 
and improvements. 


The Secretary of tho Interior has ap- 


pointed the following appraisers of 
abandoned military reservations: Ed- 
ward S. Archer and Geurge W. Ruther- 
ford, Fort McDermit reservation, Ne- 
vada, and Ezra F. Barnes aud Hamil- 
ton McUaid, Fort Halleck reservation 
in Nevada.

Senator Wm. M. Stewart is making a 


tour of the State. 
He has visited Lin- 


coln, White Pine and Eureka counties 
and is now in Elko county. 
He spoke 


in Elko Thursday night and at Tusca- 
rora last night and will probably visit 
Austin, Battle Mountain and Winne- 
muoca before he comes west.
